St. Louis, April 28.—-Ernest Wild, a 
British subject, occupies a cell in the 
guard house at 
Jefferson 
barracks 
awaiting transportation to the federal 
prison on Alcatras island, in California 
bay, to serve a 99-year 
sentence for 
treason to the United States. 
If he 
had not falsely sworn he was a citi­ 
zen of the United States he could not 
have found himself into his present 
predicament, for he would not have 
been received as a recruit to the Unit­ 
ed States army in St. Louis. December 
5, 1899, and shipped to the Philippines. 
Wild had been in active service on 
Luzon island only about one month 
when he disappeared from the camp 
of company B, of the Twelfth infantry, 
at Panequie, 50 miles from Manila.

A special train bearing the rem ains 
of Mr. Morton and members of his 
family and friends will leave Lake For­ 
est at 4 o’clock to-morrow afternoon 
for N ebraska City, where the in ter­ 
m ent will take place. 
Death was due 
to cerebral thrombus. 
Mr. Morton 
began 
ailing 
several 
m onths, ago, and In hopes a change 
of climate would restore his health he 
went to the City of 
Mexico, 
accom­ 
panied by his son, Paul Morton, vice 
president of the Santa Fe railroad. Mr. 
Morton continued to grow worse In 
the southern country, however, and six 
weeks ago he returned to his old home 
in Nebraska. 
He then came to Chi­ 
cago. where It was believed he would 
have better medical attention. 
After 
be arrived here he improved some­ 
w hat and it was bettered for a dime 
th at he would entirely recover from 
his ailment. 
L ast week he suffered a 
stroke 
of 
apoplexy 
from which ho 
never recovered. 
He suffered a sec­ 
ond stroke Sunday, and as he had be­ 
come so weak from his long illness, 
It proved fatal. 
His three sons, John, Paul and Mark 
M arton, were at his bedside when the 
end came. 
Julius Sterling Mornton was in W ash­ 
ing for four years as secretary of ag ri­ 
culture in President Cleveland’s sec­ 
ond adm inistration. 
He was a man of 
steadfast convictions, unswerving hon­ 
esty and undoubted ability. 
By na­ 
ture a controversationalist, Mr. Mor­ 
ton came to the cabinet with many 
fixed ideas about the governm ent ser­ 
vice.

squabbles.
